1. Adoption of Agenda

some nominations bore the signature of only one nominator: 
nomination forms must be signed by two nominators.

cedural Guidelines fo iodic taisal of Academic Unit: 


This subject was discussed at the previous Council meeting and it was 
then decided to refer Doc. ECFC 92-3-4, containing the proposal, to the 
academic units in the Faculty. Their input was passed on the the 
Academic Programmes Committee. A special meeting of the Executive 
Committee was held on April 20 to consider this input and a new 
preamble prepared by the APC. These are contained in Doc. ECFC 92-4- 
1. Revisions were made to the document, to take into account the 
requests and suggestions of the units. The revised procedures (the first 
six pages of Doc. ECFC 92-4-4) were considered by the Executive 
Committee and this resulted in a series of amendments (the last three 
pages of Doc. ECFC 92-4-4) submitted for adoption by the Faculty 
Council. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend that the 
amendments contained in the last three pages of Doc. ECFC 92-4-4 be 
included in the revised Procedures for Periodic Appraisal of Academic 
Units. 


ointment o ure Electi 


Dr. Swamy reminded Council that the appointment of a Tenure 
Elections Committee is required by the Collective Agreement. In this 
Faculty, the Tenure Elections Committee also supervises all elections at 
the Faculty level. At its meeting held March 20, 1992, Council adopted 
a resolution to the effect that two alternate members be added to the 
TEC, and that they should be from the two departments not 
represented on the TEC. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion appointing Professors 
H.K. Ha, J. Opatrny and G.H. Vatistas to the Tenure Elections 
Committee, with Dr. Vatistas as Chair, for a one-year term starting after 
the current elections are completed. 


Professors B. Ashtakala of the Civil Engineering Department and A. 


Elhakeem of the Electrical and Computer Engineering Department 
were elected by acclamation as the two alternates.
